come, if the choice of the republicans 
will guide the choice of the democrats. 
If 
the republicans take a strong man, a candi­ 
date who will unite the severed forces of 
their party, who can bridge over the gulf 
between the extreme right and the extreme 
left, who can command the support of Boss 
Shepherd and Charles Francis Adams, it will 
be necessary for the democrats to show similar 
prudence and to name a man who will unite 
the East and the West, the friends of hard 
and soft money. 
It will be no time for per­ 
sonal ambition or political revenge. 
If the

St. 
Louis will take its tune from Cincinnati, 
and all who are anxions for good govern­ 
ment, regardless of party, will study with 
anxious care every flash from the banks of 
the Ohio.

T h e 'Vice Preetdenejr. 
We print elsewhere a curious and interest­ 
ing historical sketch of the Vice Presidents, 
intended as a reminder of the importance 
of the second office in the government. 
In 
the contemplation of the framers of the con­ 
stitution the Vice Presidency was a more 
im portant office than it has proved to be 
in practice. 
Until the constitution was 
amended, after Jefferson’s first election, there 
was no such thing as a separate vote for 
President and Vice President. 
Each mem­ 
ber of the electoral college voted for two 
candidates for President, the candidate hav­ 
ing the highest number being elected Presi­ 
dent and the candidate having the next 
highest number of votes for President being 
elected Vice President. 
It was the probable 
intention that the Vice President should per­ 
form the duties of the highest oflice when­ 
ever the President was absent from the seat 
of government or disabled by sickness, in 
the same manner that the President of our 
Common Council discharges the office of 
Mayor under sim ilar circumstances.. But 
this was never done. A precedent has estab­ 
lished the rule that the second officer never 
performs the duties of the first unless the 
Presidency becomes vacant by death, resig­ 
nation or removal. 
Bnt these contingencies 
render the office of Vice President of great 
importance. 
The highest office has already 
been tlirice vacated by death, and in each 
case the party electing the Vice President 
has suffered by its want of care and fore­ 
sight in selecting him. 
It is to be hoped 
that a similar distraction, which so seriously 
impairs the efficiency of the government, 
may not occur again, and that no man may 
bo nominated by either party for the second 
office whom it wonld bo unwilling to trust 
with the duties and responsibilities of the 
first.

at Constantinople 
tenches on a subject which engages a good 
many earnest minds in Europe at present, 
both from a political and humanitarian 
standpoint. 
If we could suppose England 
and Russia thoroughly agreed upon the fate 
of tho tottering Mohammedan Empire, and 
prepared to see some form of government 
set up within its borders consonant with the 
majority of its inhabitants and seeking to be 
abreast of civilization, the startling question 
would remain, Whnt is to bo done with the 
three millions of Mussulmans ? They cannot 
bo exterminated ; they cannot be deported. 
It would be futile to expect a race used to 
domination to act loyally to a government 
composed of aliens in creed, and any scheme 
of government that would not accord equal 
rights to Móhammedans and Christians 
would be repugnant to the rest of Europe. 
Our correspondent thinks that a voluntary 
exodus uf the Osmanlis would result. 
This 
would no doubt be gradual, but the broils 
that would ensue when the Mussulman 
found the despised infidel made his equal 
would hasten it. 
Then opens out the great 
Moslem possibility. 
Almost a third of the 
great Asiatic continent would lie before the 
emigrating Mussulmans. 
The elements for 
a vigorous and united Moslem Empire, with

We p rin t elsew here a curious and interest­ 
ing historical sketch of the Vice Presidents, 
in ten d ed as a rem inder of the im portance 
of the second office in the governm ent. 
In 
tho contem plation of the fram ers of the con­ 
stitution the Vice Presidency was a more 
im portant office than it has proved to be 
in practice. 
U ntil the constitution was 
am ended, after Jefferson’s first election, there 
was no such thing ns a separate vote for 
P resident and Vice P re sid e n t 
E ach mem­ 
b er of the electoral college voted for two 
candidates for P re sid e n t the candidato hav­ 
ing th e highest n um ber being elected Presi­ 
d en t and the candidate having tho next 
highest num ber of votes for P resid en t being 
elected Vice P re sid e n t 
It was the probable 
intention th at the Vice P resident should per­ 
form the duties of the highest office when­ 
ever the President was absent from tho seat 
of governm ent or disabled by sickness, in 
th e same m anner th at the P resid en t of our 
Common Council discharges the office of 
M ayor u n d er sim ilar circu m stan ces.. B ut 
th is was never done, A precedent has estab­ 
lished the rule th at the second officer never 
perform s the duties of the first unless tho 
Presidency becomes vacant by death, resig­ 
nation or removal. 
B nt these contingencies 
render the office of Vice P resid en t of great 
im portance. 
T he highest office has already 
been thrice vacated by death, and in each 
case the party electing the Vice P resident 
has suffered by its w ant of care and fore­ 
sight in selecting him. 
It is to bo hoped 
th at a sim ilar distraction, which so sfriously 
im pairs tho efficiency of the governm ent, 
m ay not occur again, and th at no m an may 
be nom inated by either party for the second 
office whom it w ould bo unw illing to tru st 
w ith the duties and rcsponsibilitics of tho 
first.

If wc could suppose E ngland 
and R ussia thoroughly agreed upon the fate 
of tho tottering M oham m edan E m pire, nnd 
prepared to see some form of governm ent 
set up w ithin its borders consonant with the 
m ajority of its inhabitants and seeking to be 
abreast of civilization, the startlin g question 
would rem ain. W hat is to be done w ith the 
three m illions of M ussulm ans ? They cannot 
ho exterm inated ; they cannot be deported. 
It w ould be futile to expect a race used to 
dom ination to act loyally to a governm ent 
com posed of aliens in creed, and any scheme 
of governm ent th at would n o t accord eqnal 
rights to 
M fthamm cdans 
and C hristians 
w ould bo rep u g n an t to the rest of Europe. 
O ur correspondent th in k s th at a voluntary 
exodus of the Osm anlis w ould result. 
This 
w ould no doubt be gradual, b u t the broils 
th at w ould ensue w hen tho M ussulm an 
found the despised infidel m ade his eqnal 
w ould hasten it. 
T hen opens out the great 
Moslem possibility. 
A lm ost a th ird of the 
great Asiatic continent w ould lie before the 
em igrating M ussulm ans.

idea 
w ould certainly present itself, and an idea 
of th is kind, sifting m illions as through a 
sieve, is sure to find the m an to attem pt, if 
not to succeed, in its application. 
All we 
know about the M oham m edan in E urope is, 
th at ho is out of place, long an anom aly and 
soon an im possibility. 
If the revivification 
of W estern and C entral Asia, often the home 
of m agnificent em pires, w ould result from 
th e elim ination of M ohamm odanism from 
E nrope, those liberal m inded people who do 
not th in k th at a m an should perish because 
his ideas of the m anifestation of God to man 
differ from theirs will not see cause to 
m ourn.

Commissioners, who wore appointed under act o: Con­ 
gress by the Uovoruors of tho dilferctil .States, had very 
little to do w ith the prelim inary arrangem ents of thu 
Exhibition aud alm ost nothing to do with klio rniuiiig 
ol tbo necessary funda. Bomo of them reprezonl Binteg 
w hich did not contribute *J0 and did not display auy 
interest w hatever In the m atter. 
Su tho Board of 
Finance 
did 
tho 
hard 
work, 
and 
has 
still 
the responsibility 
of 
success 
or 
failure. 
This 
was all very satislactory to 
tho Commissioners, 
who when they came to Philadelphia at the opening of 
tho ExUibltbin generously sanctioned what had been 
done and slgniOtJd Ihoir readiness to take rhargc of llio 
celebration at onco. 
This they did by ultem piing to 
a p io in t all the officers 
nnd by voting themselves 
salaries, which the Bo.ird of Financo was called upon 
to pay.
